The other day we were. told 
that we might expect to see a 
reduction in shipping rates, and 
the news was hailed with jor, 
because it was fel: that this would 
io the long tan reduce the prices 
of imported commodities. It now 
appears, from a statement in the 
Fires, that the British and 
Japanese lines have, agreed to 
increase by 25 per cent. the rates 
between Britain, the Continent 
and the Far East.

. ‘More than five thousand persons were inattendance. Senator Sbun 
Chee Foo was the chairman. “Many speeches were delivered by 
prominent citizens. and before the end of the meeting every 
Isbourer present was given a copy of the Lutine Megerine 
just pablished by the Haadquarters of the movement to advocate 
the rights of the working classes. On the previous evening 4 
Isntern parade was held, more than two thousand participating. 
Eighteen labour Guilds were represented. This is extremely inter- 
esting. May Day has long been recognised as Labour Day in m 
countries, but it is Something movel to find. that Chinese Guilds— 
the equivalent of our 2wn Trades Unions—have taken to & similar 
method of advertising their cause. There has been a very great 
deal heard Iately regarding the elleged preaching of Bolshevism 
among the Chinese and although we heartily detest using such a 
word in the sense it is so used, we do feel that there haa been 
‘quite a deal of propaganda of late. The present public expressions 
and demonstrations are buta reflection of that propaganda and one 
may count upon if as a certainty tha: the time has come when the 
labouring classes of China—skilled and -unskilled—are going to 
demand a more reasonable share of the world’s goods and comforts. 
Looking squarely at the facta,-one cannot blame them for that. 
How often haa it been asserted that one of the greatest curses of 
China is ber neglect of the coolie class, whereby ‘the country has 
_beon allowed to remain peopled with millions of ignorant, 
superstitious and ill-nurtvred, men and women? If relief in such a 
matter is not forthcoming from those «ho are supposed to be 
rasponsible for governance and conduct of public affairs, then there 
can be no opposition to the more enlightened workers 
themselves making a start by means of the power of organ- 
isationb. But in the cass of China the workers are more up 
against bad government than agzinst bad employers—ab least they 
should be. The millions of revenue that are yearly squandered by 
extoztionate officials, and the burdens that are illegally imposed on 
the populace in general are far more” serious defects in 
a " China’s social condition than any underpaid labour could be. With 
a the so-called politicians divided amongst themsetves and with the 
oa absence of Jaw and order in the interior it is rather hopeless for -the 
struggling labourers to expect much’ redress from official quarters. 
And so, looking at all the facts, there is little or nothing to wonder 
at in the present movement of labour organisation, for it seerns to be 
the only way of bringing anything at all to pass. . 

One’s only hope is. that such a movement will not be extremist 
enough to cause any farther sorrows fora country that is already 
overburdened with chaos.
